the  fifty  members  of  Princeton's  Old  Guard  who — 
through  their  actions,  their  beliefs  and  their  contagious 
enthusiasms — are  out-Pitkining  Walter  B.  Pitkin,  eminent 
psychologist  credited  with  the  maxim,  "Life  Begins  at 
Forty".  Representing  outstanding  achievement  in  12 
broad  fields  of  endeavor,  and  including  among  its  mem-
